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MILLIONS READY TO 
COME TO CANADA 


Unfavorable Reports Keeping Emi- 
grants Away, Says Dr. Black 


More people in the British Isles 
want to emigrate to Canada to provide 
better opportunities for their children 
than for any other reason, it is stated 
by Dr. W. J. Black, European manager 
of colonization and immigration for 
the Canadian National Railways, who 
has arrived in Canada to take part in 
a conference on colonization. 

Ignorance of actual climatic condi- 
tions and reports' of unemployment 
and low wages are the principal reas- 
ons detrimental to immigration to 
Canada at the present time. “Unless 
many Canadians display a greater 
measure of confidence in their coun- 
try and its possibilities than they 
have been doing in recent years, the 
effect will be to retard development 
in immigration,” Dr. Black declared.

PUBLIC DEFENDERS 


From time to time, both In public 
and private discussion, comment is 
made on the unfairness of one aspect 
of our criminal law system, namely, 
that which compels persons accused 
of a crime to incur heavy expense in 
defending themselves without any 
means of recovering such expense if 
they are proved tobe innocent. The 
accused person without means can in 
some cases have legal assistance 
assigned to him if he asks forit, but 
euch assistance is not always of 
the highest quality, though sometimes 
it is, nor is it always sympathetically 
disposed towards the unprofitable ac- 
cused. Moreover, the innocent man 


who through some mistake, some 
blunder, or some malevolence, is ac- 
cused of a crime, usually has some 


means or gets it from his friends in 
order to defend himself. On the 
whole, it is usually a guilty man who 
has to have counsel assigned to him 
free of charge by the Crown authori- 
ties. 

There seems to be something wrong 
about this. In the first place, it is 
quite unfair to an innocent accused 
person. In the second place, it is 
often unfair to the Crown and the 
public whom the Crown represents in 
criminal matters, for it means that 
where money js available to an accus- 
ed person, guilty or not, he can usually 
obtain the help of a skilled counsel, 
who usually thinks first of getting 
a verdict of not guilty for his client, 
and, second (and a long way after, at 
that), of bringing out before the judge 
and jury the exact facts of the case. 
Crown counsel by an honourable tra- 
dition are bound to bring to. thei 
notice of judge or jury or both all 
facts relevant to the case favourable 
or unfavourable to the defence. De- 
fending counsel on the other hand are 
under no such obligation tothe Crown. 

If, then, public defenders were ap- 
pointed, their task would be to put be- 
fore the judge and jury all the facts 
relevant to the case just as the 
Crown counsel, but with a kindly eye 
to the accused, and also without ex- 
pense to him. Such defence would, 
not cost the accused anything, unless! 
he was found‘ guilty and possessed 
property, in which case such property 
should ‘be forfeited to the Crown to 
the extent of the expense involved in 


the trial. If it is suggested that such 
@ procedure in the case of a guilty 
man would compel him to face the 


alternatives of doing without counsel 
altogether, or running the risk of 
having his guilt made clear by his 
own counsel, then the answer is that 
the more such alternatives are,forced 
on guilty persons, the better it will be 
for the country and the world at large, , 
Bar Association of Canada,

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a view to attacking France alone and 
regaining what she has lost. That in 
its turn has caused the failure of 
Europe to settle down to peaceful 
‘trade and that failure again has pre 
vented the recovery of the whole 
world from the consequences of the 
war. 

The fact referred to is that the 
stagnation of ‘the population of 
France is due not, as has been gener- 
ally believed, to a low birth-rate, but 
to a high death-rate, and particularly 
a high death-rate among very young 
children. In point of fact there were 
more births in France last year than 
in England, but owing to the high 
French death-rate ‘the population of 
France increased by only a_ few 
thousands, while that of England in- 
creased by several hundred thousand. 

Investigations conducted in the 
cities of England show that the cities 
which have the lowest death-rate are 
those in which the most care is 
shown and the best.organization is de- 
veloped to look after the welfare of 
young children and their mothers. 
The system which has worked most 
successfully has been a combination 
of paid municipal service and volun- 
tary unpaid welfare work. The results 
of this combination have been in the 
highest degree successful and bene. 
ficial to the cities where it is in oper: 
ation. 

These facts should be noted by 


tion. Their report does not pro- 
nounce decisively in favour of estab- 
lishing public defenders, but suggests 
that some at least of the Provinces 
might make a trial of it in order to 
see how it works out in practice. It 
certainly seems as if it might tend 
to remove an undoubted blot on our 
criminal practice, and possibly © to 
make considerably less common the 
instances where guilty men escape 
their just punishment through the 
interested efforts of skilful legal prac- 
titioners. The benefit of such results 
would outweigh definitely the cost, 
not necessarily very high, of paying 
such public defenders ‘from _ public 
funds,

OCCUPATIONS MASCULINE 
AND FEMININE 


We ‘have left far behind usthe days 
when housekeeping was regarded as 
the only suitable occupation for wom- 
en. The war gave the final death 
blow to that ancient theory by show- 
ing that there were very few occupa- 
tions indeed in which women could 
not acquit themselves almost if not 
quite as well as men and in some in- 
stances better than men. Neverthe- 
less, physical constitution cannot be 
ignored, and it is undoubtedly true 
that certain occupations are  pre- 
eminently suited for men and others 
for women. In spite of the splendid 


work done by women in the war as, 
re- 
mains roughly true that work which 


for instance, motor drivers, it 
demands much direct physical 
strength and effort is most suitable 
for men. 
such work as that of engineers 
firemen on our railways will ever fall 
to women, though the women engine 
cleaner squads were numerous enough 
in the war. 


be undertaken by men. The superin- 
tendence of a ribbon and lace counter 
in a store, for instance, comes within 
such a category. Probably if our 
society could be arranged on anything 
like model lines, all the store assis- 
tants’ jobs, except those in which 
heavy weights have to be lifted, could 
be assigned to women with the cer- 
tainty that they would be done with a 
higher average of cheerfulness and 
efficiency than that attained by male 
assistants. 

As stenographers women seem to be 
superior to men on the whole, though 
it is a little difficult to say why, for 
in our experience it is a wholly un- 
natural thing for a girl to put up 
with being dictated to. As arule she 
likes to do the dictating herself, es- 
pecially to some poor crushed worm 
of a man, and more especially still if 
owing to matrimonial chains the said 
worm is prevented from turning and 
fleeing. 

Of the so-called professions that of 
teaching has largely-fallen into the 
hands of women in this country, ex- 
tept in the case of the universities 
and a few schools of special type. 
Perhaps this is only a temporary 
phenomenon due to there being a 
great amount of heavy pioneer work 
to be done by the men of this country, 
but in any event it seems to be not 
unsuitable except perhaps in the case 
of the older boys in the schools who 
some™mes need a heavier hand to con- 
trol them than that possessed by 
most of our graceful lady teachers. 
Law does not appear to be a really 
sultable calling for women. The femi- 
nine predilection for copious and_ pic- 
turesque irrelevance somewhat nfits 
them for the dry dialectics of the 
courts and the bare’ averments of 
legal documents.

In 
view of the facts now revealed it is 
at least possible to argue that had 
France introduced after 1870 an effi- 
cient system of looking after her 
children, she might never have had 
to face the terrible struggle of 1914, 
or at any rate she would have faced 
it on something like equal terms 
with her great enemy. 

In this country of great distances 
and comparative difficulty of com- 
munications and scarcity of doctors, 
itisofhigh importance that the sys- 
tem of instruction in child welfare 
should be developed to as great a 
dezgréé as public finances allow. It 
will be remembered that last year 
the Government of Alberta found it 
necessary for reasons of economy to 
dismiss a number of the nurses ap- 
pomfed to look after the health of 
the school children throughout the 
Province. Government economy in 
these days is no doubt entirely neces- 
sary and praiseworthy, but it might 
be wished that in this instance the 
economy ‘had been exercised in some 
other direction and at the expense of 
othergthan the children. The Province 
might have been rather better off if 
Instead of fhe nurses some of the 
members of the Legislature had been 
dismissed, or the indemnitles of the 
whole of thé ‘members had been re- 
duced, and the necessary economy 
effected in that manner. There are 
some economies which turn out in 
the end to be highly expensive.

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EDITORIAL NOTES 


The election in Edmonton thas fur- 
nished some surprises, but the great- 
est {s the surprisingly large vote 
polled by Bartholomew, the labor can- 
didate. According to press reports, 
he is one of the extreme radicals 
in the party, and it was not expected 
that labor would vote solidly for him 
as they apparently did do. 


The punishment meted out to Smith 
and Jarvis must go a great distance 
in adding to the esteem in which the 
Canadian courts of justice are held. 
They defrauded the province of Ont- 
ario out of $600,000, Before they get 
out of jail they must make restitution 
or pay a fine of an equal amount. 


The matter of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
Agreement is serious.

WELL SATISFIED 


Investigators Say Their Countrymen 
: Are Succeeding Here 


MclIsaac and Hon. W. Chisholm ac. 
companied the delegates for two 
days all round the best parts of their 
county, ‘ 

“Undoubtedly in both these-counties 
Scottish settlers would ‘feel very 
much at home. The opportunities ap- 
pear good and our delegates have no 
doubt that a new settler would very 
soon be in a way to make a comfort- 
able living. 

“From Nova Scotia the delegates 
motored through Cape Breton. The 
miserable weather conditions and the 
fact that so many of the highways 
were at the time under construction 
rather detracted from Cape Breton, 
end gavean inadoquate impression of

ments for Hebrideans. 

This report expresses satisfaction

support in the immigration movement 
of Hebrideans into Canada and their 
Satisfactory establishment. 

The report follows: 

“This delegation representative of 
Crofters and fishermen of the Hebrid- 
es have finished their survey of op 
portunities offered in Canada _ for 
farming and fishing. 

“Preliminary to their report they 
wish to express their gratitude to the 
Canadian Government that enabled 
them to accomplish this survey which 
they expect will be fruitful of results. 

Express Thanks 

“They consider themselves indebted 
to the Dominion Government in giving 
them the opportunity of seeing ani 
learning at first hand the present con- 
ditions of Hebrideans settled in Cana- 
da, not only their acquaintances and 
relatives who came to Canada in the 
last three or four years, but also to 
view, as they did with very great 
pleasure the prosperous condition of 
relatives who came and settled in 
Canada at various previous periods. 

“We beg, therefore, to tender to 
the Minister of Immigration and the 
Government of Canada the respectful 
expression of our thanks. 

“The delegation landed at Quebec 
on August 9th, and forthwith proceed- 
ed to the Maritime Provinces. The 
Government of Nova Scotia was 
much interested in the delegation and 
before proceeding on their journey of 
investigation the members had an in- 
terview with the Hon. D. Cameron. 
Everything waq done to facilitat> 
their progress, and the party, consist: 
ing of the delegates and a representa- 
tive of the Nova Scotia Government, 
motored east to Pictou County. Here 
a cordial Highland welcome awaited 
them. The Mayor of Pictou, Major 
‘W. MacDonald, M.P.P., for the ‘County, 
and others vied with one another to 
show the best of their county. The 
‘Hon. B. M. MacDonald was present in 
this county and displayed the greatest 
interest in the work of the delegation. 
The delegates were delighted, with 
what they saw of this beautiful and 
fruitful county. The farming is in 
a flourishing condition and opportuni. 
ties for acquiring land at reasonabla 
prices are not lacking. 

“When the Hebrideans arrived at 
(Lismore and Baillie’s Brook, it was 
evident that there were here oppor 
tunities for both fishing and farming. 

“The same conditions continued in 
the neighboring County of Antigonish, 
which is, if possible,even more High- 
land than Pictou. 

“In Antigonish County the Hon, C 
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“The following morning, the Pre- 
mier of the Island, Hon. Mr. Stewart, 
togethef with Hon. Mr. Myers. and 
Hon. M. MacDonald, accompanied the 
delegation through certain farming 
lands in the eastern part of the 
Island. The delegates were enabled 
to meet the descendants of Hebri- 
deans who came to the Island many 
years ago. Through conversation with 
such men who were evidently  suc- 
cessful farmers, the members were 
enabled to form a fair idea of the 
farming possibilities from the immi- 
grants’ standpoint. 

“The appearance of the farms, neat 
and well kept, appealed to the dele- 
gates, as also did the general fertility 
of the soil. 

“From Prince Edward Island the 
Hebrideans crossed to New Bruns- 
wick. The Miramichi and the coast of 
the Bay of Chaleur showed good farms 
and excellent fishing opportunities. 

“There can be little doubt that a 
good living can be made in these pro- 
vinces by any of our people who 
would seiect them for settlement. 

“From the Maritimes the delegation 
visited parts of Quebec, making a 
special trip to the Lake St. John 
country.

“On their way to the west by the 
Great Lakes route, the delegates pass- 
ed a day at the Toronto Exhibition. 

“In Manitoba the delegates visited 
the Agricultural College and were in- 
terested in the field work carried on 
there. 

“From Winnipeg a journey of some 
hours took the members of the dele. 
gation to St. Andrew's near Wapella 
in the province of Saskatchewan. 
This district was settled in 1884 by 
Hoebrideans from the Isles off South 
Uist and Benbecula, and the visiting 
Hebrideans found near relatives, and 
the children of old acquaintances—al] 
doing well. The original settlers were 
very poor, and the progress made in 
40 years was gratifying, and gave the 
delegates a more intimate and closer 
view of what Canada offers for the 
hard-working man who is determined 
to make a success, and progress is in 
proportion to the energy, skill and 
perseverance of the settler. 

“Throughout the progress of the 
delegation in Canada, there was one 
spevial object kept in view, viz.:—to 
meet Hebridean settlers and_ visit 
Hebridean settlements made at vari- 
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(ous dates. 


“1, The settlement in P. BE. Island 
in the year 1772, led by MacDonald 
of Glenalladale. There were certain 
of his fellow-clansmen persecuted and 
oppressed by a tyrannical cadet of fhe 
Clan Ranald—his own relative. The 
oppressor was a fanatic and there was 
no reasoning with him, so MacDonald 
sold his estate and with the proceeds 
chartered a ship and led a notable 
body of Hebrideans to the Isle of St. 
John. (Now P. BE. 1.) 

“2. In 1773 the Hector shipped a 
large body of Hebrideans to Pictou 
County. . 

“3% In the next few years, from 
1790 on, parties landed around Anti- 
gonish and Cape Breton, 

“4, A settlement at Belfast, P. E. 
I, in 1803, consisting of mainland 
‘Highlanders as well as Hebrideans. 

“5. In 1848 a further settlement of 
Hebrideans in P. B. 1, whose sons and 
descendants are around St. George's. 


Settled in Ontario 


“6. In the same year and four fol- 
lowing years, parties came to Orillia, 
Ont., and its neighborhood, forming 
‘MacDonald’s Settlement’ and the 
{Highland Settlement.’ 

“7, In 1852, the country near Park- 
hill in County Middlesex, Ontario, 
was opened out by Hebrideans. 

“8. The next notable emigration 
from the Uists and Benbecula_ took 
Place in 1S$84 and, as stated already, 
they formed the settlement of St, An 
drew’s near Wapella. 

“The meeting and discussing , mat- 
ters with those sons of Hebrideans 
who came into Canada at such widely 
separated periods, and yet whose 
relatives in the Isles were known to 
‘the delegates, was of great interest, 
and amazing din the proof it gave of 
the ability of our people to acquire 
wealth and make comfortable homes 
for themselves in this Canada that 
has so many opportunities. 

“But the visit of outstanding inter- 
est to the delegates was that paid to 
the Hebrideans established in Alberta 
with Red Deer as its centre. On the 
11th September, the delegation drove 
from Red Deer to Ard-Moire, the head- 
quarters of the Scottish Immigration 
Aid Society. Immediately they were 
taken away among the cottages and 
were not again collected together un- 
til the next morning when they left 
Ard-Moire to visit the prosperous lit- 
tle settlement of Evarts. This is a 
Barra settlement and is a complete 
answer to anyone asserting that 
Barra men will not make farmers. 
The splendid condition of their stock 
and the evidence of energetic activity 
were most gratifying. The delegation 
has not yet met with anything that 
was so pleasing to them as the loca- 
tion and evident success of this 
young Hebridean settlement. 

iMen Successful 


“Next day the delegation visitea 
Ohaton, where a number of Uist and 
Benbecula men are, with not quite the 
same opportunity, making an equally 
successful effort. These men are in 
the country only one complete year, 
whilst the Evarts men are three years 
in Canada. 

“Other settlers of this year’s par 
ties were visited.” They were in the 
new cottages or in cottages belonging 
to local farmers, and all are working 
for farmers, and acquiring necessary 
experience before undertaking places 
of their own. These all realize the 
opportunities awaiting the worker, but 
are impatient to be on places of their 
own. It is a healthy sign and doubt. 
less means will be taken very soon to 
satisfy their ambition. 

“It is essential in our opinion that 
intending settlers, even should they 
be in possession of considerable means, 
should pass at least one year working 
for a Canadian ‘farmer, thereby ac- 
quiring much needed experience anda 
little cash. It is much better to ac- 
quire one’s experience at the other 
fellow’s expense rather than be dis- 
heartened by the inevitable set-backs 
that inexperience will lead to. 

“It is the part of an intending set- 
tler to learn, and our people should 
make up their minds before leaving 
home that to be successful in the 
new country they must be as appren- 
tices—able and willing to learn. 

“They will ifind, as our people al- 
ready in the country acknowledge to 
have found, very great kindness on 
the part of their new neighbors, There 
are a few who are oppressive andwill- 
ing to take advantage of the newcom- 
er, but from our careful enquiries we 
believe them to be few. 


Bright Future 


“From all that we have observed, 
and we have conscientiously and 
scrupulously gone into conditions, we 
consider that our people will do well, 
very well indeed, for themselves in 
Alberta, Those who are on land of their 
own are without doubt satisfied and 
seeing In front of them a bright fut- 
ure. They have 160 acres of good 
land, horses, cows and pigs, and they 
are in earnest about making a_ suc- 
cess. From their own assertions and 
our observations they are here in 
much better conditions than they 
were at home. There is every chance 
for the worker, and room for many 
more. 

“Our people in Alberta have made 
rapid progress and we are conifident 
that they will be in all things a credit 
to the Old Land that we love, and be 
now and always a support and 
strength to this newer and ‘greater 
Scotland that we find in Canada. 

“From Edmonton the delegates took 
train to Vancouver to look into the 
fishing opportunities on Vancouver 
Island. We motored from Victoria to 
Alberni. Thence went by motor boat 
along Alberni Canal to Barclay Sound. 
Motor cars and boats were placed at 
our disposal by the Hon. W. Pattullo, 
the Minister of Lands. 

“There would seem to be no doubt 
whatsoever as to. the fishing—the 
quality is beyond dispute and as to 
the quantity, all accounts agree that 
in recent years the catch has been 
immense. 

“The harbors in the Alberni Canal 
and Barcley Sound, from what we 
have peronally seen, are safe and ex- 
cellent In every way for fishing boats. 
There is one aspect of the fishing 
that we had no opportunity of practi- 
cally investigating, viz., the fisitng on 
the banks outside the canal and Sound 
—and that as to quality, quantity and 
times of fishing. 


Fishing Trade 


“Nevertheless, reasoning from what 
we observed in inside waters, and 
learned from others, we should be {n- 
clined to think that the outside fish- 
ing would he the more lucrative, Fur- 
thermore, from the evidence we could 
collect we have formed the opinion 
that the very finest herring can be 
caught off this coast, and df the neces- 
sary means were used to that end, 
‘Scottish cured’ herring would become 
a valuable industry on the island. In 
regard to the making of a fishing 
settlement or community, we would 
not advise that the attempt be made 
on any dsolated beach or island on the 
canal or Sound. 

“As a beginning on the Western

Here and There 


Immigration to Canada for the 
month of August, 1924, totalled 20,- 
186, of whom 5,706 were from the 
British Isles, 1,784 from the United 
States, and 12,696 from other coun- 
tries. Immigration for the first five 
months of the fiscal year totalled 
76,719. In the same period 23,861 
Canadians have returned to Canada 
from domicile in the United States. 


As an indication that the tide of 
settlers has definitely set in the 
direction of Canada, it has been 
made known by the Department of 
Immigration and Colonization that 
5,000 acres of land near Lethbridge 
has been sold to ten families of 75 
persons from South Dakota. This, 
it is announced, is only the advance 
guard of a considerable northward 
movement from that region. 


“We will have a good report to 
present when we reach the He- 
brides”, said Rev. Father Alex. Mac- 
Dougall, a member of the Hebridean 
commission of inquiry which inves- 
tigated conditions of Hebrideans in 
Canada. The members of the com- 
mission, after visiting Alberta, re- 
ported the new seltlers perfecily 
satisfied with Canadian conditions. 


Among the passengers sailing for 
Europe aboard the Canadian Pacific 
Steamship “Empress of France” on 
October Sth, was Geo. A. Walton, 
General Passenger Agent, Canadian

As a result of the survey con- 
ducted by the newly formed Graphic 
Arts Association, printing and allied 
trades are now shown to constitute 
the second largest industry in Win- 
nipeg, Man., representing an invest- 
ment of $10,054,318, and providing 
employment for 12,000 people. The 
report shows that during 1923 the 
sum of $3,619,322 was paid in 
salaries, 


With the approaching close of 
the tourist season, plans are being 
laid for the contineation of con- 
struction work at the Chateau Fron- 
tenac, the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way’s palatial hotel in the city of 
Quebec. Some of the interior de- 
corating and the completion of 
rooms of the main corridor in the 
Chateau had to be left unfinished 
when the present tourist season 
opened, but it is expected that work 
on these parts of the hotel will com- 
mence very shortly.

PIONEER MEAT MARKET | 
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A HOPELESS FIGHT 


The following letter appeared in‘ 


the Montreal Daily Star and should 
be read by every thoughtful citizen 
who has the welfare of our country at 
heart. It is a question we uave often 
discussed. All old-timers know what 


a great change has come over this 
country since our forests have been 
practically cleaned up, and it will be 
only a matter of a few years when we 
will have no timber to speak of left. 
Just how strong the pull of the inter- 
ests is can be judged by Mr. Barn- 
jum's letter. The Government seems 
to be helpless, or wilfully negligent of 
the people’s interests. 


The Editor, Montreal Daily Star: 
Sir,—After spending the best part 
of the last three years, since my re- 
tirement ffrom active participation in 
business, together with a very consid- 
erable fortune, in trying to arouse Ca- 
nadians to a sense of their duty in 


connection with our fast-vanishing a 


forest resources, I have about arrived 
at the conclusion that the cause of 
forest conservation in Canada might 
as well be abandoned, I realize that 
the public is keenly interested, but I 
find that an insurmountable stumbling 
block appears when it comes to the 
politicians and exploiters who can see 
nothing beyond their own petty inter- 
ests and to whom the public welfara 
is a joke. 

When I see the cold-blooded indif- 
ference displayed by the Government 
at Ottawa, it makes me ashamed of 
my Canadian citizenship. IU have de- 
cided, therefore, to offer every acre of 
land, my pulp mills, farms, houses 
and. whatever other property I own 
in Nova Scotia for sale to the first 
buyer who comes along and to join in 
the exodus to another country. I am 
so disgusted with recent revelations 
that I do this notwithstanding my con- 
victions that timberlands will double 
in valug within two years. When the 
interests become fully aware as to 
just how small the remaining supply 
really is, there will be a panic in tim- 
berland prices, but nothing will com- 
pensate one for living in a country in 
which he has entirely lost all faith of 
its future. 

I am convinced that the Govern. 
ment, after paltering with this issue 
for many months, has no serious in- 
tention of dealing with it in the only 
way possible to bring relief, and that 
no restrictions will pe imposed upon 
the shipment of unmanufactured wood 
from freehold land so long as there 
ig a tree left in Canada. 

Personally, I have no desire to live 
in a treeless country, a condition 
which Canada is fast approaching, and 
when I look around and see what 
other countries are doing for the pres- 
ervation of their forests, while Can- 
ada is doing nothing, there seems to be 
mo good reason why I should. 

But before departing from the land 
of my birth, I want to leave a few 
serious thoughts with my fellow coun- 
trymen. 

The present combination of politic- 
fans, exploiters and American ‘gold 
are running and ruining Canada today. 
The combination is too powerful for 
the people in their present apathetic 
state to cope with. If the people real- 
ly knew what was going on behind 
the scenes it would lead to a revolt. 
The members of the Government, al- 
though paid by the people, are not 
their servants but their autocratic 
masters. Even the Bible speaks of 
“the servant when he reigneth.” The 
inttrests of the people are entirely 
subservient to theirs; they must re- 
tain power regardless of its conse- 
quences to the country. When a by- 
election is on the word is passed 
around that it must be won no matter 
at what cost. Immediately Ottawa is 
depleted of its great galaxy of orators 
who proceed to the scene of action. 
Between their eloquence, their cajol- 
ing, their intimidation and their cam- 
paign funds the poor voter has Uttle 
chance to exercise his intelligence. 
The spectacle is so humiliating to red- 
blooded Canadians that it is small 
wonder that ‘the exodus from Canada 
the past year has been the greatest in 
the history of the country. 

Criminal deception is being prac- 
tised with regard to the forest re- 
sources of Canada and I challenge 
the Government to reveal the true 
situation, . 

Do the public know that an aerial 
survey of the territory north of the 
St. Lawrence and east of the Sague 
nay has revealed the astounding fact 
that that whole territory is seventy- 
five per cent. burnt? 

Do the public know that in the 
Province of Quebec alone between six 
and nine million acres were burned 
over during the single season of 1023, 
instead of the three million acres as 
announced by the Government of that 
province (which is, God knows, suf- 
ficiently appalling) and that despite 
this perfectly colossal shrinkage in 
our standing supply, exports of raw 
wood go on unchecked? 

Do the people know that the very 
existence of the great pulp and paper 
industry is threatened, not only 
through the premature exhaustion of 
its raw material supply—but through 
ruinous competition ‘brought about by 
the furnishing of cheap raw material 
to its competitors in the United 
States? 

Do the people know that while Can- 
adian mills have been reduced to oper- 
ating at 80 per cent. or less of their 
capacity, American mills, owing their 
existence entirely to imported Cana- 
dian wood, are running 100 per cent. 
and upwards? 

Do the people know that there is not 
a pulp company in Canada that is 
making any profits—many being al- 
ready in the hands of a recelver—or 
that the paper companies, if they were 
charging off adequate amounts for de- 
preciation and depletion of their tim- 
ber limits through insects, fungi, fire, 
wind and cutting, would be running at 
a loss? 

Do the people know that pulpwood 
exported to the United States costs 
the Americans only $9.77 per cord, 
while the wood used by Canadian 
mills costs the Canadian manufactu- 
rers $13.33 per cord? (These figures 
are both taken from the report of the 
Department of Trade and ‘Commerce.) 

Do the people know that a cord of 
exported wood leaves in Canada a 
matter of $10.00, while a cord of wood 
manufactured into paper enriches the 
country to the extent of $50.00 to 
$60.00? 

Do the people know that our wood- 
using industries are second only to 


agriculture as revenue producers and |: 


that the failure of the pulp and paper 
industry alone would bring this ccun- 
try close to bankruptcy? 

Do the people know that the on'y 
measure that can possibly stabilizs 
this industry today is an embargo on 
the exportation of its raw material? 

Nature is proclaiming on every 
hand that this continent has already 
been over-denuded of forest cover. 
This is seen in the alternate floods, 
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droughts, vast forest fires, tornadoes, 
Jate and early frosts and consequent 
failure and loss and damage to crops. 
In other words, Nature's whole equi- 
Hbrium is being upset by the ruthless 
hand of the exploiter. 

An expert witness to this condition 
is Gene Stratton Porter, one of the 
greatest Nature students on this con- 
tinent, who says: 

“With the cutting of our timber has 
come a change in our climate; weeks 
of drought in summer and destructive 
cyclonic wind-storms, winters alter- 
nating from a condition so open as to 
freeze prematurely forced fruit and 
grain, and winters so stringently cold 
that the fruit trees are killed outright. 

“The even temperature and the 
rains every three or four days which 
we knew in childhood are things of 
the past. Summer in thesa days 
means to scorch for weeks at a 
stretch with unalleviated heat; and 
in the same state in which I was born, 
it has ‘become necessary for the sons 
of the men who wasted the wools and 
the waters to put in overhead sprink- 
ling systems in order to grow their 
garden vegetables, while windmills 
and irrigation are becomirg «ummon. 

In my childhood my father planted 
grain with the same certainty of hav- 
ing a full crop that he had of having 
alternate day and night? Today the 
farmer on my land has no more idea 
whether he will get a paying yield 
from the wheat, corn and putstoes 
that he puts into the ground than he 
has as to whether the next cycione 
will blow his house into the take or 
pass a few yards on the other side 
of it, 

We, as a nation, have alrealy, in 
the most wanton and reckless waste 
the world has eves known, changed 
our climatic conditions and wasted a 
good part of our splendid heritage. 
The question now facing 13 is whether 
we shall do all that lies in our power 
to save comfortable tiving conditions 
for ourselves and the spots of natural 
beauty that remain for our chiidren.” 

‘Small as the suppiv in the United 
States now js, it is vastly in excess of 
the remaining stand in Canada, conse- 
quently this warning applies with 
double force to this Dominion. 

I have no ambition to figure a3 a 
lone crusader. I have done what I 
could to call attention to conditions 
and to bring about an improvement 
If the Canadian people do not want 
forest conservation, if the Govern- 
ment is so indifferent to the country’s 
necessities and so derelict in its own 
duties, there is no earthly reason why 
I, or any other individual, should con- 
tinue to exhaust my strength and give 
of my means to try to force upon them 
something they apparently do not 
want. This is why after much care- 
ful consideration and much searching 
of spirit I have decided to dispose of 
everything I own in Canada and join 
the trek to another country.

Professor George R. Anderson, Dean 
of the Faculty of Engineering, Physics 
and Photography at the University of
